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NOTICE OF NON- COMPLIANT AMENDMENT (37 CFR 1.121) 

The amendment document filed on May 7, 2004, which was 
entered upon the filing of the RCE on Aug. 4, 2004, is 
considered non- compliant because it fails to meet the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121.

"Previously presented." Claims 13, 15, 16, 21, and 22 are 
improperly labeled "Previously Cancelled," not with the 
permitted status identifier "Canceled." 
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37 CFR 1.121(c) states that "the status of every claim must 
be indicated after its claim number by using one of the 
following identifiers in a parenthetical expression: (Original) 
(Currently amended) , (Canceled) , (Withdrawn) , (Previously 
presented) ..." 1 

In addition, the "Amendment to the claims" section also 
includes the text of cancelled claims 13, 15, 16, 21, and 22, 
which is not permitted under 37 CFR 1.121. 

37 CFR 1.121(c) (4) (i) states that «[n]o text shall be 
presented for any claim in the claim listing with the status of 
cancelled' or 'not entered.'" 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona 
fide attempt to be a reply (37 CFR 1.135(c)), applicants are 
given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH from the mailing date of 
this notice within which to re- submit only the correct 
"Amendments to the Claims" section, which complies with 37 CFR 
1.121 in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME 
PERIOD ARE AVAILABLE UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a).
